‘HELP ME 

Guantanamo video of captured Canadian teen 
offers glimpse of interrogation and detention

TORONTO A 1 6 -year-old captured in 
Afghanistan and held at Guantanamo Bay 
sobs during his questioning, holding up his 
wounded arms and begging for help in a 
video released Tuesday that provided the 
first glimpse of interrogations at the U.S. 
military prison. 

“Help me,” he cries repeatedly in 
despair. 

The lo minutes of video— selected by 
Omar Khadr’s Canadian lawyers from 



more than seven hours of footage record- 
ed by a camera hidden in a vent— shows 
Khadr weeping, his face buried in his 
hands, as he is questioned by Canadian 
intelligence agents over four days in 2003. 
The lawyers hope to pressure Canada into 
seeking Khadr’s return. 

The video, created by U.S. government 
agents at the prison in Cuba and original- 
ly marked as secret, provides insight into 
the effects of prolonged interrogation and 
detention on the Guantanamo prisoner. 

A Canadian Security Intelligence Ser- 
vices agent in the video grills Khadr about 


events leading up to his capture as an ene- 
my combatant when he was 15. Khadr, a 
Canadian citizen, is accused of throwing a 
grenade that killed one U.S. Special Forces 
soldier and blinded another during a 2002 
firefight in Afghanistan. He was arrest- 
ed after he was found in the rubble of a 
bombed-out compound— badly wounded 
and near death. 

At one point in the interrogation, Khadr 
pulls off his orange prisoner shirt and 
shows the wounds he sustained in the fire- 
fight. He complains he cannot move his 
arms and says he had not received proper 
medical attention, despite requests. 

“They look like they’re healing well to 
me,” the agent says of the injuries. 

“No, I’m not. Tbu’re not here {at Guan- 
tanamo],” says Khadr, the son of an alleged 
A 1 Qaeda financier. 

The agent later accuses Khadr of using 
his injuries and emotional state to avoid 
the interrogation. 

“No, you don’t care about me,” Khadr 
says. 


THE PENTAGON’S DEFENSE 

A Pentagon spokesman, Navy Cmdr. 
J.D. Gordon, denied that Khadr was 
mistreated. “Our policy is to treat 
detainees humanely, and Khadr has 
been treated humanely,” Gordon said.

Khadr also tells his interrogator that 
he was tortured while at the U.S. military 
detention center at the Bagram air base in 
Afghanistan, where he was first detained 
after his arrest in 2002. 

Later on in the tape, a distraught Khadr 
is seen rocking, his face in his hands. 

On the final day, the agent tells Khadr 
that he was “very disappointed” in Khadr’s 
behavior, and tries to impress upon him 
that he should cooperate. 

Khadr says he wants to go back to Can- 
ada. 

“There’s not anything I can do about 
that,” the agent says.

Police Supt. Jody Weis got a very public, seven-hour les- 
son in Chicago politics Tuesday from aldermen who took 
turns complaining about increased crime while warn- 
ing the new top cop that he’d better not take any officers 
from their neighborhoods. 

Battered for a week by fallout from a fatal shooting near 
the Taste of Chicago that highlighted a spike in killings, Weis 
acknowledged during a City Council hearing that police 
have been less aggressive on the streets and offered plans to 
train a new team of officers to target high-crime areas. 

Weis was hired by Mayor Daley to repair a department 
damaged by allegations of abuse and corruption but finds 
himself dealing with the political ramifications of rising 
violence and his quick changes to police command staff 
throughout the city Quelling violence was the primary 
focus of his predecessor, Phil Cline, who was accused of 
paying too little attention to police misconduct. 

The toughest barrage came from Aid. Isaac Caroth- 
ers (29th), chairman of the Police and Fire Committee, 
who called the hearing to question what Weis was doing 
to improve police morale and stop crime. He also made it 
clear that Weis has to answer to more than the mayor. 

The Police and Fire Committee has “jurisdiction over 
all issues relating to the Police Department” Carothers 
bluntly noted, asking Weis if he “understood that now.” 

Weis responded, “Yes.” But he remained calm through- 
out his testimony, explaining the fine line he must tread 
to “make Chicago even safer and restore public faith and 
public trust in the Chicago Police Department” while try- 
ing to hold down crime. 

While most were more gentle than Carothers, aider- 
man after alderman pressed Weis for answers. 

Aid. Sandi Jackson (yth) said there are “areas of my ward 
that are called Terror Town. We need help. Where are we 
in the queue for that help?” 

Aid. Eugene Schulter (47th) didn’t have the same com- 
plaints about killings in his Northwest Side neighbor- 
hoods, but demanded to know why Weis was sending tac- 
tical teams from his ward to other areas of the city 

“It’s beyond me why police officers are being taken out 
of our community on a regular basis,” Schulter said. 

‘At a certain time, we have to go to where the killings 
are taking place,” Weis said. He noted that sometimes a 
district’s tactical officers are sent elsewhere, as they were 
July 4, the day after a fatal downtown shooting near the 
Taste of Chicago that highlighted a 13 percent citywide 
increase in homicides this year. 

Aid. Sharon Dixon (24th) said what happened at the 


Taste was just a symptom of a much larger problem all too 
evident in her West Side neighborhood. 

“I think if we were addressing the issues in the commu- 
nity, it probably wouldn’t elevate to the Taste,” she said. 


“What happened at the Taste happens every day where I 
live. ... I need more police patrols.” 

Weis said there were 995 officers at the Taste, about 400 
more than last year. But, he also acknowledged a city-wide 
manpower shortage of about 1,400 out of 13,500 officers— a 
result of attrition, medical leaves and budget limitations. 

He talked about creating a medical-integrity unit to 
verify leave claims are valid— a move promised by his pre- 
decessor— but said budget constraints have prevented 
him from taking that step. 

Responding to a series of statistics presented by 
Carothers that indicated police were taking less initia- 
tive this year in taking on gangs, guns and drugs, Weis said 
past allegations of corruption have in some cases limited 
aggressiveness. He said his message to the rank and file 
was to “never compromise your integrity and never do 
anything that can be viewed as brutalization or corrup- 
tion. ... But don’t be timid. Be aggressive.” 

Weis found some sympathetic aldermen, including Aid. 
Edward Burke (14th). 

“Being superintendent of the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment is like sitting on top of a keg of dynamite, with the 
fuse getting shorter every day,” Burke said. 


WEIS’ PLAN 

Police Supt. Jody Weis outlined his plans Tuesday to 

combat rising violence in some city neighborhoods: 

» Pulling officers from desk duty and putting them 
on patrol in troubled districts through the end 
of the summer. 

» Putting more officers on foot and bike patrols. 

» Deploying specially trained officers with gang and 
investigative intelligence expertise to target areas. 

» Putting gang-suppression teams in violent areas. 

» Making “strong use of not only our gang dispersal 
powers, but our arrest powers. When individuals 
don’t disperse, the expectation is that they will 
go to jail.” 

» Enforcing quality of life ordinances against crimes 
like vandalism, loitering and prostitution. 

» Enforcing the curfew, because several young 
people have been shot after curfew. 
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Police Supt. Jody Weis answers 
questions from aldermen Tuesday 
about the city’s increased crime rate.

Stabbed girl’s family 
describes anguish

The last time Mya Lyons’ family saw 
her alive, she was dressed head to toe in 
pink. Pink shoes, pink pants, pink T-shirt. 

It was her favorite color— one that also 
is featured prominently in her bedroom 
filled with Dora the Explorer dolls. Bar- 
bies and an extensive Bratz collection. 

The 9 -year-old had gone to bed about 
II p.m. Monday after tell- 
ing her grandmother she 
was tired and wanted to 
sleep. About lo minutes 
later, the family heard a 
door shut. The noise drew 
the girl’s father downstairs 
to investigate, relatives 
said. 

After quickly discov- 
ering Mya wasn’t in the 
house, relatives went out- 
side to search for her. 

About 15 minutes lat- 
er, Richard Lyons Sr. found his daugh- 
ter wounded in a secluded alley near their 
home. His anguished screams awoke the 
quiet South Side street where the family 
has lived for more than two decades. 

“No! No! No!” neighbors heard Rich- 
ard Lyons bellow. “Not my baby! Not my 
baby!” 

Lyons took his daughter, still dressed 
in her pink outfit, to nearbyjackson Park 
Hospital, where she was pronounced 
dead. His wife, Octavia, said Mya was 
breathing when her father found her. 

Authorities said the girl was stabbed 
several times with what appears to be a 
knife. 

An autopsy performed Tuesday deter- 
mined Mya died of multiple injuries in 


a homicide, the Cook County medical 
examiner’s office said. It’s unlikely the girl 
was sexually assaulted, based on the autop- 
sy Chief of Detectives Thomas Byrne said. 

No one is in custody, police said. 

As police combed the neighborhood 
for evidence Tuesday, Mya’s father wept 
as he spoke with reporters. He described 
his daughter as “a girlie-girl” who was 
adored by her family, 
including her three half- 
siblings. 

“I want to come out 
today to let everyone 
know she was loved,” 
Lyons said. “And I love 
this block— that’s why I’ve 
stayed here for 25 years.” 

Tucked behind an air- 
plane pillow factory, the 
houses — almost half of 
which are newly built— 
cannot be seen from the 
major thoroughfare to the south. The 
street ends at the secluded alley where 
Mya’s body was found, a small piece of 
land near elevated Metra tracks and over- 
run with trees, brush and weeds. 

“This is the kind of street where you 
can go outside at night and not worry,” 
neighbor Brenda Russell said. 

Mya’s mother, Ericka Barnes, who had 
planned to pick up her daughter at the 
end of the week, had no concerns about 
the neighborhood either. Barnes said she 
never worried about her daughter’s safe- 
ty when she was at her father’s house. 

“I wouldn’t let my baby go over there if 
I thought there was something wrong,” 
Barnes said. “If something was wrong, 
my baby would tell me.”

MillerCoors, the joint venture 
between SABMiller PLC and Molson 
Coors, will locate its headquarters in 
downtown Chicago, World Business 
Chicago, the economic development 
organization for the city, said Tuesday 

The company, which also was con- 
sidering Dallas, will bring 300 to 400 
executive and management jobs to the 
city beginning in June 2009, the organi- 
zation said. 

“The decision to select Chicago as 
the location for our corporate head- 
quarters was made to achieve our goal 
of becoming the best beer company in 
America by having access to an attrac- 
tive base of talent, transportation and 
business resources,” said MillerCoors 
President Tom Long. “We are grateful 
to the State of Illinois and City of Chi- 
cago for their support.” 

Both the state and the City of Chica- 
go provided investment packages total- 
ing nearly $25 million, said company 
spokesman Julian Green. MillerCoors 
is making its own $39.5 million invest- 
ment, according to Gov Blagojevich. 

“This investment will contribute to a 
stronger regional economy, which will 
help create new jobs in the state and 
opportunities for the company to grow 
in the future,” Blagojevich said. 

The new headquarters will house 
300 to 400 jobs that are expected to 
be filled internally, drawn equally from 
employees in Golden, Colo., and Mil- 
waukee. The specific site will be cho- 
sen in the next few months. Green said, 
and jobs will start moving next year. 

Mayor Daley said the move reinforc- 
es Chicago’s commitment to business- 
es both large and small. 

“The company’s decision to locate its 
headquarters here strengthens our rep- 
utation as a world-class city in which 
to conduct business and confirms that 
Chicago is a great place to live, work 
and raise a family,” he said. 

MillerCoors LLC said early on it 
would not settle in Milwaukee, where 
SABMiller PLC’s Miller Brewing is 
based, or in Golden, Colo., the home 
of Molson Coors Brewing. To do so 
might suggest that one partner had 
more power than the other. Green said.

He rattles off a multitude 
of reasons for the company’s financial 
woes, but nothing, he says, is as bonehead- 
ed as the announcement Monday that it 
will shutter the Country Club Hills store 
at the end of the month. 

“They just pulled the plug too soon,” 
Morgan said as he satisfied his twice-a-day 
caffeine habit. “They didn’t give it enough 
time.” 

To people who live in more fashionable 
ZIP codes, the loss of a Starbucks might 
not be viewed as a wound to civic pride. 
But in Country Club Hills, the opening of 
the ubiquitous chain just one year ago sig- 
nified a certain cachet. 

“It meant we had arrived,” Morgan said. 

But now this store at 167th Street and 
Crawford Avenue is going the way of yes- 
terday’s coffee grounds, part of a corporate 
restructuring that will close 600 of its more 


than 7,000 outlets nationwide. The first 50 
of those 600 were announced Monday 

Some 12,000 jobs will be shed, but an 
employee of the Country Club Hills store, 
who declined to give her name, said all her 
co-workers had been reassigned to other 
locations. 

Kelly Mattran, the company’s Chicago- 
based regional marketing manager, con- 
firmed the closing by the end of July but 
declined to give a specific date or discuss 
why the store was chosen. 

“Throughout the history of Starbucks, we 
have always aspired to put people first,” she 
said in a written statement. “This makes our 
decision to close stores more difficult.” 

The only other Illinois address on the hit 
list so far is in Elmhurst, where latte lovers 
need only travel mere blocks for a fix. 

Market saturation is an oft-cited reason 
for the company’s turmoil. “The Onion” 
once lampooned the proliferation with 
the headline, “New Starbucks Opens in 
Rest Room of Existing Starbucks.” 

However, that’s not the case in Country 
Club Hills, where the nearest Starbucks pur- 
veyor is four miles away in Homewood. Of 
course, overexpansion of premium brands 
never has been a problem in the south sub- 
urbs, where residents commiserate about 
being the forgotten stepchild of the region. 
Rand McNally once left the entire region off 
the map of the metropolitan area. 


It’s a familiar story, said Country Club 
Hills Mayor Dwight Welch. The commu- 
nity, which has a population of 16,000 — 80 
percent African-American— has to work 
twice as hard as other communities to 
kick-start economic development, despite 
the fact that its median household income 
is almost $57,800, or similar to Mount 
Prospect’s, according to the 2000 census. 

“Starbucks has had a good following, but 
no one makes money in the first year,” he 
said. “They have a national problem ... but 
they only looked at the current numbers 
instead of looking at the growth potential. 
They’ll be back in 24 months ... and then 
they’ll have some explaining to do.” 

In nearby Matteson, residents bombard- 
ed Starbucks with petitions, convincing 
the company that they, too, were worthy 
of $4 cappuccinos. Last year, Homewood 
wooed Culver’s with hundreds of signa- 
tures. As for Crate & Barrel, Whole Eoods 
or Cheesecake Eactory the closest outpost 
is Oak Brook, some 45 minutes away 

“I’m so tired of having to drive for every- 
thing I need,” sighed Darnell Nolin, 29, sip- 
ping a Chai tea when told of the Country 
Club Hills store’s demise. The business con- 
sultant regularly uses the locale for meetings. 
He has to travel to 127th Street and Cicero 
Avenue— some 40 blocks north— ”to get a 
Potbelly’s,” he lamented. “Now, that’s just 
not right.”

Man accused 
of killing 5 in 
April robbery 

Authorities Tuesday afternoon charged 
a third person in the killing of five people 
in the Chatham neighborhood in April. 

Michael King, 27, whose last known 
address was in the 6400 block of South Ken- 
wood Avenue, was charged with five counts 
of murder, five counts of armed robbery and 
one count of home invasion, police said.

King confessed to the crime, telling 
police that one of the other men snapped 
and shot one of the victims, leading to the 
decision to kill the others, one source said. 


Bail set at $1 million 
in Far S. Side slaying 

An Ottawa, 111 ., man was pistol-whip- 
ping another man during a dice game on 
Chicago’s Far South Side when the gun dis- 
charged, firing at least one fatal shot at a 17- 
year-old boy. Cook County prosecutors said 
during a bail hearing Tuesday 

Bail was set at $i million for Memlon Shu- 
maker, 27, who is charged with one count of 
involuntary manslaughter in connection 
with the slaying of Marlowe Jones, 17. 

Jones was shot about 1:30 a.m. Sunday 
in the 12000 block of South Lafayette 
Avenue in West Pullman, police said. Shu- 
maker was playing a dice game at a party 
honoring a dead friend when Shumaker 
and the man began to quarrel, according 
to prosecutors. Shumaker pulled out a gun 
and pistol-whipped the man, prompting 
the weapon to discharge, prosecutors said.

A 19 -year-old man was killed and anoth- 
er man wounded in a shooting Monday 
night outside a Morgan Park home on 
Chicago’s Far South Side, police said.

Her office’s investigations have shown 
blacks and Hispanics are much more likely to 
be victims of lending deception, even when 
their incomes are considered upper-middle 
class.

Obama on Iraq

Mass. Senate vetes to let out-of-state gays marry 


GOOD DAY/BAD DAY 

It was a good day to be ... a 
future Volkswagen employee. 

Volkswagen picked Chattanooga, 
Tenn., over rival sites in two other 
states for a new assembly plant 
that could create about 2,000 
Jobs. 

It was a bad day to be ... a 
General Motors employee. 

The Detroit automaker said Tues- 
day it will lay off salaried work- 
ers, cut truck production, suspend 
its dividend and borrow $2 billion 
to $3 billion to weather a severe 
downturn in the U.S. market. Sev- 
eral thousand Jobs will be cut. 


BOSTON The Massachusetts Senate voted 
Tuesday to repeal a 1913 law used to bar 
out-of-state gay couples from marrying in the 
state, a law that critics say originally was aimed 
at interracial marriages. 

The law prohibits couples from obtaining 
marriage licenses if they can’t legally wed in 
their home states. 

The House is expected to vote on the repeal 
measure later this week. The Senate action 
came on a voice vote. 

After Massachusetts became the first state 
to allow gay marriages in 2004 under a court 
order, then-Gov Mitt Romney ordered town 
clerks to enforce the then-little-known 1913 
law and deny licenses to out-of-state couples. 

Another factor driving the repeal effort 
was the recent embrace of same-sex mar- 


riage by California, which has no residency 
requirement for obtaining a marriage license. 

Opponents of gay marriage said there was 
no evidence the 1913 law has a racist heri- 
tage. They said keeping the law in place was 
key to preventing gay marriage from spread- 
ing to other states, many of which have 
passed laws or amended their constitution 
to bar same-sex marriage. 

“The Massachusetts Senate has no right 
to infringe on the internal issues of how 
other states define marriage, but that’s 
exactly what they voted today to do,” said 
Kris Mineau, president of Massachusetts 
Family Institute. 

Gay marriage foes, including Mineau, 
said activists are deliberately portraying the 
law as racist to speed its repeal. 


MCCAIN IN THE HOT SEAT 

Advocates for gay and lesbian fami- 
lies are denouncing Sen. John McCain, 
an adoptive father himself, for oppos- 
ing adoptions by gays, which prompted 
his presidential campaign to clarify 
Tuesday that he does not seek a fed- 
eral ban on the practice. 

The Republican nominee-in-waiting 
was asked for his views on the subject 
in an interview published Sunday in 
The New York Times. 

“I think that we’ve proven that both 
parents are important in the success 
of a family so, no, I don’t believe in gay 
adoption,” McCain replied.

The Bottom Lounge is back. And 
it’s brought plenty of rum. 

After closing the doors on its origi- 
nal Lakeview location in 2005 to make 
way for the CTAs Brown Line expan- 
sion, Bottom Lounge is reinventing 
itself in the ^)Chst Loop with the addi- 
tion of a restaurant, spectacular rooftop deck and rum- 
focused bar dubbed the Volcano Room. 

The place remains a rock club, first and foremost, fea- 
turing independent music with shows still booked by Bri- 
an Peterson of MP Productions. (Peterson built his cred 
booking shows at Fireside Bowl during its indie-rock hey- 
day.) The additions have stepped 
up the size and swagger of the spot, 
now housed in an 18,5 00 -square- 
foot concrete and steel warehouse. 
There’s also free parking in an adja- 
cent lot and abundant parking on 
Lake Street. 

A large vintage-style movie the- 
ater sign hangs over the entrance 
to the first-floor bar and restau- 
rant, where we spotted a diverse 
group of dudes, from ponytailed to striped-shirt wearing, 
watching the game on a flat screen overhead. If you’re 
bringing a date to grab a bite before a concert, choose the 
separate dining area. The Kinks were blasting through 
the main bar area, which can be cool, but not if you’re try- 
ing to impress a new lady friend with stories from your 
band’s most recent tour across Iowa. 

The restaurant and bar aim to entice the after-work 
and neighborhood crowds. The menu, currently filled 
with no-frills bar basics, will soon expand to include a few

It’s a nice middle ground 
that will never have that nasty “been smoked in for 15- 
plus years” smell— and that’s the kind of new we’re happy 
to embrace.

innovative options— including a 
veggie-friendly section. 

The live music area, housed in a 
separate room off the back of the bar 
on the first floor, is outfitted with 
a new sound system. The sound is 
crisp, not hollow, and the thunder- 
ing music is almost undetectable to 
anyone eating in the restaurant. 

Women were in the minority 
the evening we visited, with tat- 
tooed guys in black T-shirts making up a good chunk of 
the crowd. Between the guys at the bar and the guys at 
the show, it was quite the dude-fest. Note to the ladies: 

If you’re looking for an indie rocker or a West Loop real 
estate agent, make your way over. The women will no 
doubt trickle in as time goes on, though booking a few 
girl-friendly acts would certainly help speed the process. 

The second-floor Volcano Room, with its extensive 
rum list, is surprisingly not all that tiki- themed. For now, 
it’s just a large room for hosting private parties and one- 
off events. With its DJ booth and live-band sound sys- 
tem, the owners clearly have high hopes for its future.

Terri Stevens used to 
be a Michael Jackson 
impersonator.

I 
figured she would love my style because my style is 
pretty much androgynous. 


Tell me about your style. 

My style is an eclectic mix of— it’s hip-hop met punk rock met 
R&B. I really think if Aerosmith and Lauryn Hill got together, that’s 
what you would get, with a little bit of Blondie or something. That’s 
what people will always get from me. They will always get a mixture of 
music and fashion all at once. 

So you’re happy with the way the season has gone? (All but the two-part 
finale has been filmed.) 

I think everyone is going to enjoy it, and, as Bravo says, “Watch what 
happens,” because it’s going to be fun.

Movies roar into 3-D 


where you can actually have flawlessly 
projected, no-eye-strain 3-D in any cin- 
ema that puts in this equipment. Man- 
kind has never been there before,” says 
Eric Brevig, the Oscar-nominated visu- 
al effects ace for such films as “Men in 
Black” and “Total Recall” who makes his 
directorial debut with “Journey to the 
Center of the Earth.” “The ability to take 
the element of depth and apply that to 
what would otherwise be a traditional 
motion-picture experience just makes it 
that much more immersive for the audi- 
ence.” 

Brevig and the film’s star, Brendan Era- 
ser, stress that only now are filmmak- 
ers conceiving and shooting films as 3-D 
projects. Traditionally, films have been 
shot in 2-D with the depth added in post- 
production. But Brevig says he was able 
to get a truer image by using a camera 


that “Titanic” director James Cameron 
developed to shoot his underwater doc- 
umentary “Ghosts of the Abyss.” After 
making a few modifications to the cam- 
era for “Journey,” Cameron will then use 
the device to shoot his own 3-D film, 
next year’s ‘Avatar.” 

The effect of these advancements is 
to put the audience even closer to the 
action. “You don’t just go see this movie, 
you experience it,” Eraser says. 

But the new crop of 3-D fare is about 
more than just dodging the occasion- 
al screen projectile. As “Ely Me to the 
Moon” shows to great effect, it is pos- 
sible for the action to take place almost 
around the viewer. Ben Stassen, the film’s 
director, says he tries to “simply get rid of 
the frame around the picture and create 
a space and bring the audience into the 
film space.”
